Nor is it to be ap­ 
proached with bias or prejudice if 
one should share its riches; but its 
truths may he proved and in turn 
imparted by child or sage who turns 
its leaves with an open mind. 
On­ 
ly the open flower it is that catches 
the dew and yields its honey to the 
bee. 
It has been asserted that Christian 
Scientists place their text-books above 
the Bible as the guide to righteous­ 
ness. 
No one can honestly make this 
allegation who has read the 
book 
carefully, for on page 497 of Science 
and Health are printed these words, 
the first of a series of tenets of our 
religion: 
“ As adherents of truth we take the 
inspired word of the Bible as our
